CAPTURE OF BONNOT RECALLED 


PARIS, May 14.—Updaunted and probably 
unharmed by bullet and dynamite, Octave 
Garnier, the real leader and last of the noto- 
rious bandit gang which has terrorized:Paris, 
was fighting desperately for Wfe at mid- 
night, with his confederate Valiet, in a small 
villa at Nogent on the banks of the Marne, 
where they had taken refuge. 

All the forces for the protection of soctety 
had failed to dislodge them. Several thou- 
sand police, gendarmes, and zoueves tried 
for hours to shoot the bandits or blow up the 
building with explosives. 

Three policemen had fallen, wounded by 
the desptradoes’ bullets, but though the villa 
was badly damaged by dynamite the bandits 
held their own and showed no signs of sur- 
rendering. 

Police Fired On from Ambush. 

When the police arrived at the building, M 
Guichard, superintendent of detectives, cried 
out:

SAYS OHIO WILL. DECIDE. 


Believes Speeches of Taft and 
Roosevelt Will Have Much — 
‘to Do with Result. 


“The contest for the Republican presi- 

dentia! nomination in Chicago next month 
will be between Co!. Roosevelt and Presi- 
Gent Taft. The talk of a compromise can- 
didate is not seriously considered. Preaident 
Taft is the one man with whom the Repub- 
lican party can win in November.” 
This is the opinion of Secretary of State 
Philander C. Knox, the ranking member of 
President Taft's cabinet,, who spent sev- 
eral hours in Chicago yesterday on his way 
to participate in the Ohio campaign. 

‘“Tihe fight between the president and 
Col. Roosevelt has gone too far for any 
withdrawal on the part of Mr. Taft,” he 
asserted. ‘The batitle between the two 
must be fought to the finish now.’’ 


Knox Arrives in City. 

Mr. Knox made‘no seoret of his preference 
for the president. He arrived here from 
Los Angeles, where he spoke in Mr. Teft’s 
behalf. His private car ‘* Elysian,’ <ame in 
at 10 a. m. over'the Santa Fé, and at 1:40 
o’clock in. the afternoon was hitched to the 
Lake Shore train for.Toledo, where be spoke 
at night. 

Mr. Knox, with the exception of a flying 
uptown trip, remained in his car during his 
stay in Chicago. When found, however, he 
talked freely «: the presidential situation. 

“I believe trom what I know of the sit- 
uation generally,’ he said, “ thet there is 
no doubt about.the result of the balloting 
in Chicago: I believe Mr. Taft will be nom- 
inated and I am firmly of the’opinion that 
the nomination will come on the first baNot.”’ 

The secretary had prefaced this prediction 
with the admission that he had believed in- 
credible the reports that Col. Roosevelt had 
earried IHinois and Pennsyivania,. received 
by him by wireless while he was in the Carib- 
bean eea on his way home from his South 
American tour. 


Sees Crisis in Ohio. 

Mr. Knox expressed the belief that the fight 
in Ohio between President Taft and Col. 
Roosevelt would decide the battle. 

“The lines are squarely drawn now,” he

‘do* with the result. The president in taking 
the vigorous course of action that he has wil! 
make thousands of votes and friends for him. 

‘I believe Mr. Taft will carry Ohio and so 
decisively. as to put Mr. Roosevelt out of 
the running. Roosevelt's nomination is, in 
my opinion, impossible now.’ Obio will make 
it only more impossible.”

American students acquire a thorough 
knowledge of correct grammatical usage in 
school, and proceed carefully to forget tt 
ali in their daily speech. This is the opinion 
of Mary A. G. Mitchell, who is the author 
of a plea for a higher standard of speech 
in the current number of the Educational 
Review... The writer deplores the state of a 
language the colloquial usage of which has 
such a disregard for exactness as American- 
English. 

‘‘In teaching English,” says the verter, 
“the teacher often sows on soll choked? be 
the weeds of bad habit. Wspectally must 
this be so in such a community es Piti-- 
+ burgh, where we possess a language of 
barbarisms gathered from the Irish “nglish, 
Italian-English, ,Pennsylvenia Dutch, and | 
American slang’ These peculiarities, of 
Pittsburgh diction are not confined to any 
substratum of society, but are common to 
the youth of all sorts and conditions of 
classes, 

“Care for exactness in oral expression 
seemingly is regarded as an affectation, a 
matter of interest only to ‘ grown ups.’ The 
youth in our modern schools may under- 
stand and recite most intelligently on 
solecism, impropriety, and provincialism in

Says Women Make Best. 
Manual Training Tea chers 


“Women are better teachers of boys whe 
are learning to work in wood than men, ac- 
cording to Prof. Frank M. Leavitt of the ¢ 
University of Chicago. Prof. Leavitt 
invited yesterday to a board of education 
cenference on vocational training. In an- 
swer to a question from James B. Dibelka of 
the board Prof. Leavitt detailed the results 
of his twenty years’ experience in Boston 
with menual training, vocational, and con- 
\tintuation school teachers. 
_ “In the first place, you can get a better 
teacher for $1,000 if you choose & woman 
than you can if you choose a man,”’ he said.
